London.—The Anglo-Catholic fash- 
ion of adopting “Romish ornaments” 
went a violent step further when a 
Northern vicar, the Rev. E, A. Merry- 
weather, of Holy Trinity, Pelton, tried 
to introduce excommunication, 

He alleged that three of his parish- 
ioners had committed perjury in court 
when they gave evidence during the 
hearing of a “Romish ornaments” 
petition against him. 

His reply was to “excommunicate” 
them for a period of three years, and 
he appealed to the rest of the con- 
gregation to treat them as heathen 
and publicans, also stating that if the 
“excommunicated” persons should ap- 
pear at a service, the service would be 
stopped until they left. 

As a matter of fact the outcasts did 
turn up at the evening service after 
their banishment in the morning and 
the vicar declared the service off. As 
a minister of the Established Church 
he was bound to have a morning and) 
evening service, but he provided for 
the situation, it is stated, by holding a | 
quiet service in the afternoon. ) 

Church circles all over the country | 
were excited about the unprecedented 
situation, and it was generally be-

Now Dr. Hansley Henson, Bishop

Says Klan Strength 
Has Dwindled From 
8,904,871 to 34,694 


Washington.—The disappearance of 
the Ku Klux Klan from American life 
is indicated by a copyrighted article 
published in the Washington Post here 
recently. 

Quoting figures derived from an 
“authoritative source,” the article 
states that the peak of the Klan was 
reached in 1925, with a membership 
throughout the nation of 8,904,871, In 
June, 1930, it is stated that this figure 
had dropped to 34,694. 

Qn the basis of the $10 initiation 
fee, the article estimates that a total 


ganization from this source by the 
latter part of 1925. It is pointed out 
that additional income was derived 
from the sale of regalia at from $5 to 
$40, and that from the higher degrees 
of “Knight Kamelia” and “Knight of 
the Great Fonredt,” which latter num- 
bered some 85,000 members, the order 
probably received more than $10,000,- 
000 since its incorporation in 1920. 
The article states that Michigan had 
the highest membership of any State, 
with a total of 875,130. New Jersey 
came second with 720,220.

400,000. In the following year, the 
membership had fallen off in Michigan 
to 191,469. Similar drops were noted 
generally, Virginia falling off from 
169,630 to 15,881. It is estimated that 
the District of Columbia now has a 
membership of 124, as compared with 
a previous figure of 15,133. The article 
states that the decline has continued 
steadily.

Louvain, Belgium.—De Utrechtsche 
Courant, daily paper published in the 
University city of Utrecht, which is 
also the seat of the Catholic Metropo- 
litan of Holland as well as of the 
Jansenist Archbishop, has caused quite 
a sensation by the following an- 
nouncement: 

“From this day on, De Utrechtsche 
Courant enters the ranks of the dailies 
of our country edhering to Roman 
Catholic principles and conscientiously 
advocating them. 

“Unreservediy submissive to the 
Church authorities, we shall be pleased 
to accept a censor named by these 
authorities in this city. 

“From this day on, therefore, it 
shall be our aim to be purveyors, not 
only of all general news, but also of 
all specifically Catholic Church news 
and to be a leading and enlightening 
organ in the Catholic ecclesiastical 
and political field. Whenever called 
for, we will, in all loyalty of course, 
cross swords with periodicals whose 
utterances could possibly be detrimen- 
tal to the interests of our Catholic 
fellow citizens.”
